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DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledgment 

1. The amendments filed on 6/29/2006 and 7/17/2006 in response to the Office 
action mailed on 03/29/2006 have been entered. The present Office action is made 
with all the suggested amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this 
Office action are claims 1, 3-8 and 10-28. 

Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 3-8 and 10-28 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
shows some aspect of the instant invention but does not suggest that the high defect 
density region has an electron concentration of 10 times or more of that of the low 
defect density region at room temperature (claims 1, 8 and 26); a transition region 
between the high defect density region and the low defect density region having a 
thickness of 5 micrometers or less and a gradient defect density of 4x1 0 9 cm 3 (claims 7, 
14 and 27) and/or an ohmic contact formed in the high density defect region and non 
ohmic contact in the low defect region (claims 19 and 28) .
